Appeal te to draw the increased attention of ats to the claims 
of this Boclety, Which now inaintains 163 of these poor 

Last month fourteen very distressing cases of Urphanage - 
sented themselves for admission. Each of these children was the 
ofapring of a mixed marriage, and there being no other Protestant 
Asylum in which they could obtain a shelter, the Committee were 
much pained to find that, regarding this matter in a financial point of 
view, they were pot in a position to receive any of these orphans, 
there being already 156 under the care of the Society, while their 
funds were exhausted, and their liabiifties at the close of the month 
would be nearly £400. The Committee felt that very great respen- 
sibility rested on them in the choice of either alternative presented. 
On the one hand, receiving these children, the Committee would 
inour additional liabilities to the extent of about £80 a year, and, on 
the other, in refusing admission, they would be casting off so many 
members from the Protestant faith into the armes of the Romish 
Church, which would be only too ready to embrace them. Many ot 
the poor widowed mothers (all Protestants) hadalready endured much 
suffering in their struggle to preserve the Protestantism of their 
offepring, and had resisted many and tempting overtures from the 
Roman Catholic relatives of their deceased husbands; and the 
Committee felt that they would be betraying the trust reposed in 
them by the Protestant public if they did not at once stretch out a 
hand to rescue some at least of these poor little ones from the peculiar

And just at the proper moment appears what too 
few can be tempted to read, the report of the Com- 
missioners who superintend our Irish Fisheries. An 
unpretending book it is. It consists of six-and-twenty 
folio pages, and may be had at Thom's for 
threepence halfpenny. lu come respects it is 
an encouraging, in others 4 melancholy, docu- 
ment. Most interesting, indeed, it should be 
to all who regard the material progress of 
this country, and who know the vast amount of 
wealth which Providence has placed around our 
shores and up our rivers. Fishing stations once 
famous in the commerce of the world, have utterly 
disappeared, or present but shadows of their former 
selves. Along the whole extent of the south coast 
of Ireland the Commissioners remark the most won- 
derful diminution in the extent of fishing establish - 
ments. One-third of the number of boats which 
formerly brought in food and wealth is not now 
employed. The older fishermen made money, and 
built houses, and set up theirsons in trade or as ship- 
owners. A younger generation prefers to till the 
land rather than plough the waters. Those who 
still pursue the fishing trade are singularly capri- 
cious and impradent. The visit of the Channel 
Fleet to Berehaven was sufficient to divert the 
attentfon of the sailors from the fishing season then 
at its height. ‘They earned good wages in conveying 
visiters to and from the ships, and, with the pro- 
verbial thoughtlessness of the seaman, they preferred 
a small sum ready in hand to the hopes of the year. 
It fs not thet the Irish fisheries ate unremunerative. 
Private individuals, among whom Mr. Cooper, of 
Macken Castle, and the Knight of Kerry, are con- 
spicuous, are able to give employment to numbers, 
Aycheapen food, aad to organise a trade not only with- 
loss, but with positive profit. Where com- 
panies have failed it was because of divided re- 
sponsibility or improper management. In no case 
have the fish failed, unless in the iastance of 
Killery Bay. That fishing station affords a 
curious illustration of oyr mutual dependence, 
one upon another. An oyster fishery was laid down 
under the direction of the Fishery Board, on the 
property of Mr. David Plunkett, After two years’ 
trial, it failed for the oysters, and beds were over- 
run with mussels. The tenantry of the neighbour- 
ing district, it appears, were in the habit of using 
mussels, not only as food, but as manure. When 
they were dispossessed, the mussels rapidly increased, 
to such an extent as to render the oyster-beds 
positively worthless.
